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SUB J : GOY DEMARCHE ON NATO MANEUVERS IN ADRIATIC 

1. CHARGE WAS CALLED TO FOREIGN OFFICE THIS MORNING 
BY FSFA ASSISTANCT SECRETARY SLAVOLJUB PETROVIC AND 
WAS GIVE SHARP ORAL DEMARCHE REGARDING NATO MANEUVERS 
IN ADRIATIC. 

2. PETROVIC SAID THAT ON INSTRUCTIONS HE WAS DELIVERING 
DEMARCHE REGARDING MILITARY EXERCISES CONDUCTED IN 
ADRIATIC BY ITALIAN, UK, TURKISH AND US FORCES NOVEMBER 
9-16. GOY TAKES POSITION THAT SUCH MANEUVERS ARE WITH- 
OUT PRECEDENT IN INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL PRACTICE 

ANC CAN HAVE UNPREDICTABLE CONSEQUENCES, ESPECIALLY 
SINCE THIS IF FIRST TIME NATO FORCE WAS OPERATED IN 
ADRIATIC AND FIRST TIME THIS HAS 

HAPPENED IN THIRITY YEARS SINCE THE END OF WORL WAR II. 
PETROVIC RECALLED MARCH ITALIAN-US MANEUVERS, 

WHICH HE SAID PROVOKED GREAT ANXIETY AND DIS- 
DISPLESURE IN YUGOSLAVIA. THE PRESENT MANEUVERS WILL 
LEAD TO STILL GREATER REACTION OF YUGOSLAV PEOPLE AND 
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HAVE REFERRED TO ADRIATIC AS ZONE OF PEACE. 

SECRETARY KISSINGER SAID THIS TO MINIC, AS DID SENATOR 
KENNEDY AND OTHERS. YUGOSLAVS AGREED AND WERE PLEASED 
WITH THESE STATEMENTS. 

3. NEW NATO EXERCISES CONFUSE YUGOSLAVS, HE SAID, AND 

THEY DO NOT KNOW HOW TO UNDERSTAND THEM OR THEIR PURPOSE. 
OF THE THREE LITTORAL STATES ON THE ADRIATIC, TWO ARE 
OUTSIDE BLOCS. IT THE REASON FOR THESE MANEUVERS IS 
DUE TO THE LATEST STRAINED RELATIONS BETWEEN GREECE AND 
TURKEY THIS DOES NOT SATISFY GOY IN THE LEAST, NOR CAN 
IT BE JUSTIFIED. 

4. GOY WISHES TO EXPRESS ITS FULL DISPLEASURE AND CON- 
CERN AS SUCH MANEUVERS CAN PRODUCE GRAVE CONSEQUENCES 
FOR YUGOSLAV SECURITY. GOY MUST ALSO NOTE THAT AS A 
NONALIGNED COUNTRY SUCH MANUVERS REMIND OF A FORM OF 
PRESSURE ON YGUOSLAVIA. 

5. PETROVIC ADDED THAT IN INFORMING US GOVERNMENT 

OF GOY DISSATISFACTION WITH THESE MANEUVERS, YUGOSLAVS 
ARE MAKING SIMILAR DEMARCHE TO OTHER GOVERNMENTS 
PARTICIPATING IN MANEUVERS. SUCH DEMARCHE 
DELIVERED THIS MORNING TO ITALIAN AMBASSADOR. PETROVIC 
CONCLUDED BY ASKING CHARGE TO INFORM USG OF GOY VIEWS 
AS SET FORTH IN DEMARCHE. 

6. CHARGE REPLIED THAT HE WOULD, OF COURSE, PROMPTLY 
INFORM HIS GOVERNMENT. HE NOTED THAT NATO NAVAL 
MANEUVERS HAD BEEN ANNOUNCED SOME WEEKS AGO. HE COULD 
ASSURE GOY AS WITNESSED BY SECREARY'S VISIT THAT MANEUVERS 
IN NO WAY WERE FORM OF PRESSURE OR INTENDED TO BE. PETROVIC 
SAID HE NOTED THIS BUT THAT SUCH MANEUVERS MUST 

BE CONSIDERED AS A CAUSE OF SERIOUS CONCERN OF 
YUGOSLAV SECURITY. 

7. ITALIAN AMBASSADOR WHO RECEIVED DEMARCHE FIRST.LATER 
INFORMED US HE RECALLED TO PETROVIC 

THAT ITALIANS AS A FRIENDLY GESTURE HAD IN- 

FOMRED GOY ONE MONTH AGO REGARDING MANEUVERS. HE 
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INDICATED THEY WERE NOT MANEUVERS BYT LOGISTICAL 
EXERCISES. HE SAID HE WAS ASTONISHED THAT YUGOSLAVS 
HAD WIAITED SO LONG TO DELIVER DEMARCHE. PETROVIC REPLIED 
THAT GOY NEEDED TIME TO CONSIDER MANEUVERS AND CONSULT 
REGARDING THIS SIGNIFICANCE.
